Mr. Harrington Creates a Sensation at 
the Mitchellstown Inquest.

LONDON, September 20.—The Socialists have 
achieved another victory in English politics. 
For some time they have been diligently 
working among the Northumberland miners 
and now the vote on the question of pay- 
ment from the Union finds to 
Burt and Fenwick, Members of Parlia- 
ment, has resulted in a decision to 
discontinue it. The real reason is that both 
Burt and Fenwick are moderate men, Burt 
being one of the most respected members of 
the Commons, and that they have not worked 
on the Socialist lines. Burt got £500 
a year for his services and Fenwick 
£200. Unless, therefore, their constit- 
uents make some provision they will 
have to retire in November. Probably the 
miners will choose Socialist candidates in 
their places, but there is some chance that 
Burt, who is personally popular, may continue 
to sit. The miners’ vote is no doubt a serious 
thing for the Liberal party, who have always 
been able to 

COUNT ON THE LABOK MEMBERS. 

The miners just now are suffering from ex- 
treme depression. Their wages have fallen 
far below the former level, and so they have 
lent ready ears to the Socialist agitations. 
The Standard says that the labor 
candidate is one of those Insti- 
tutions which cannot stand the wear 
and tear of practical politics. In a fit 
of fervor the workingmen may agree to make 
substantial sacrifices for the. sake of seeing 
themselves represented in Parliament by some 
one whom they can regard as fiesh of their 
flesh and bone of their bone, but sooner or 
later the iliusion mustfailand with it the 
enthusiasm.

THE MITCHELLSTOWN TRAGEDY. 


Sensational Incidents at the Inquest— 
Labouchere’s Letter and Contribution. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
DUBLIN, September 20.—The inquest on the 
men killed at Mitchellstown was resumed 
yesterday. Sergeant Kirwan of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary- who acknowledged having 
loaded his rifle with buckshot and firing the 
first shot in the square, made fugther import- 
ant admissions. When he got back into the 
barracks he reloaded his rifle with buckshot 
and fired out on the crowd, which was throw- 
ing stones at the barracks. The crowd there- 
upon fell back, all except a few. He then re- 
loaded with ball cartridge and fired. He fired 
four shots altogether, and ceased firing by 
order of District Inspector Irwin. The wit- 
ness swore that he had lost five rounds of ball 
cartridge and one of buckshotin the square, 
that they had bounced out of bis pouch when 
running to the barracks. He had forgotten to 
close his pouch. He had no direct order to 


fire. 
THE CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


Mr. T. Harrington, M. P., pross- examined 
Kirwan thus: 

„Now, sir, Lask you on your oath, did you 
kill any one in the course of your firing?’’ 

„On my oath, Icannot say whether I did or 
not. 

Did you try to kill any one in the course of 
that firing?’’ 

„Well, I did.’”’ 

‘*Did you strike any one by the flring?“ 

J cannot say, sir. 

Indeed? and now, sir, on your oath, you 
were firing into the crowd as you say, a crowd 
of people within twenty yards of you, did you 
say? 

„Well, Isuppose about that; it was within 
twenty yards. 

And if the crowd was thick and you tried 
to kill, how do you account for your not kill- 
ing? 

J cannot say. I saw no person fall. 

„And you were very much disappointed?“ 

„was not; I would be glad it they escaped. 
I would de as slow to kill anybody as you 
would yourself. 

Mr. Harrington: Don’t dare to use that ex- 
pression to me, red-handed murderer that 
you are. Don’t dare to use an expression of 
that kind. 

The inquest was afterwards again adjourned, 

LABOUCHERE’S CONTRIBUTION. 

Mr. T. Harrington, M. P., as secretary of 
the National League, has received a letter 
from Mr. Labouchere, M. P., inclosing £20 for 
the ‘League and for the families of, the men 
shot. The letter contains the following strik- 
ing passages: 

The law knows nothing of a Government 
report, nor any distinction between policemen 
and other citizens when the former exceed 
their statutory duties. If a policeman tried 
to force his way through an orderly and legal 
meeting, he is a disturber of the public peace. 
He may and ought to be resisted. If he strikes 
a blow that blow ought to be returned in order 
to prevent him from striking another. If he 
seeks to take the life of any one, the person 
who is in danger may defeud himself by tak- 
ing the life of the policeman. The sooner the 
Irish police are taught in a _ particular 
fashion the law, the better it will be for our 
liberties. Col. King-Harman, the Under See- 
retary for Ireland, put this question of self- 
defense clearly in the House of Commons a 
little while ago. A man, it would seem, had 
threatened to shoot him. ‘IfI meet him and 
he appears disposed to shoot, Iwill have the 
first shot,’ observed Col. King- Harman. Our 
friends in Ireland cannot do better than apply 
this exceedingly sensibie observation to them- 
selves whenever a policeman raises his baton 
against them whilst they are engaged in any 
lawful occupation. °’

THE AMERICAN CONSTITUTION. 


The London Times’ Review of the Recent 
Celebration. 
Special Cablegram to the Post- Dispatch. 
LONDON, September 20.—The Times of yes- 
terday, in reviewing the Centennial celebra- 
tion of the adoption of the Constitution, re- 
ferred to the official report of the War De- 
partment, giving the number of the men slain 
during the war ofthe rebellion. It says: 
„Americans frequently appear to be vain at 
their gigantic catalogue of slaughter, pain and 
devastation. Their pride in ite magnitude 
has always seemed to Englishmen eccentric,In 
one respect it may not be altogether mis- 
placed, for it bears witness to a majority of 
them of the incomparable value of the 
object for which such calamities were 
inflicted and suffered. That consideration 
in iteelf would have been but 
doubtfully satisfactory if the defeated 
minority were cowering or skulking in the 
South. The demeanor, however, of the Ameri- 
can nation as a whole justifies the sacrifices 
which the whole offered. The sentiment 
throughout the Republic regarding the ob- 
casion of last week’s anniversary is that it is 
the apology for the tremendous butchers’ bill 
on both sides. America has agreed with mag- 
nanimous unan!mity to put the entire account 
to the m&intenance of that national life which 
commenced formally 100 years since. No war 
in the annals of history was waged with the 
iron obstinacy, or was so relentlessly 
murderous in its operations, neither has 
any ever left behind it, on the whole, less 
rancor and vindictiveness. The American 
Constitution may claim the merit of the latter 
peculiarity as it is willing to bear the burden 
ot the former. To its friends a quarter of 4 
century ago its excellencies were so manifest 
that they did not count the price of their en- 
joyment to its apparent adversaries then. 
They are so manifest now that most men 
would agree they have not paid too highly for 
being obliged to remain joint possessors of 
them. In the former Confederate States only 
afew persist in lamenting that their efforts 
towards disunion were finally frustrated.’’ 


THE CHOLERA IN ITALY. 


Steady Increase of the Epidemic in the At- 
flicted Districts. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

Rous, September 20.—Very unsatisfactory 
news reaches here from Messina, where the 
cholera epidemic is declared to be steadily m- 
creasing in violence. Nor ig the situation 
rendered better by the refusal of the authori- 
ties to allow the real state of affairs to be tel- 
egraphed. It is, nevertheless, known thatthe 
epidemic is of the most violent ¢ 
deaths frequently ensying within an 
the seizure. The mortality is 
fined to poorer 
many , having 
place among the well-to-do. Great misery 
prevails and the general distress was in- 
creased on Friday last by the refusal of the 
grave-diggers to continue thelr work. Oo- 
ercive measures had to be resorted to by the 
authorities before the men would again take 
up their spades, but eventually, after halfa 
day’s idleness, during which large numbers 
of bodies remained unburied, the men were 
induced to resume work. The epidemic has 
also got into the prison. 

It is difficult to obtain anything more than 
an approximation of the daily number 
of deaths from the epidemic at Messina, 
but they seem latterly to have averaged some 
twenty or thirty during the twenty-four hours, 
the seizures being perhaps three or four times 
as many. In the Naples district there has 
also been an increase during the past day or 
two. The latest returns issued from Caatel- 
amare show thirty-nine cases and twenty 
deaths during the preceding twenty-four 
hours, while at Pozzuoli there have been, 
during thesame period, fourteen cases and 
seven deaths, At Rome also, I regret to say, 
the epidemic shows signs of increasing in 
violence, the daily average of cases being 
about forty. Here again there is «a 
determined attempt to disguise the 
truth. The newspapers, with one excep- 
tion, which after publishing a daily bulletin 
for some time was, it is said, bribed into sil. 
ence, do not even mention’ the existence of 
the epidemic, inthe hope of reassuring the 
public. In consequence of the recent case at

BEATING HIM MOST UNMERCIFULLY. 
They knocked him down on the floor and 
kicked and cuffed him until he lay there un- 


conscious. Leaving him there for dead 
they left the place and walked north 
on Eleventh street. There was no one 


in the saloon at the time besides themselves 
and the barkeeper, but the proprietor of the 
Diace lives up-stairs, and his wife heard the 
disturbance going on. Mehnert was asleep, 
but she awoke him, Going down into the 
saloon he saw his barkeeper laid on the floor, 
and he immediately set out after the two men, 
who were walking north on Eleventh street. 
Having them in sight he kept a sharp lookout 
for a police officer, but none was to be seen. 
At Eleventh and Pine streets he saw Carroll 
and Moore stop a young fellow about 18 years 
of age, strike him and run him up into a door- 
way on Eleventh street. Then they moved on 
aud he lost sight of them. 
It appears, however; that they proceeded to 
Eleventh and Locust streets, where they saw 
a boy seated ata saloon door with a knife in 
his band.

In fact, that contingency was not men- 
tioned by him during our interview. He ex- 
pressed regret that a confirmation appoint- 
ment outside the city would prevent him from 
reviewing the parade, but he wished us God- 
speed in our endeavors. We shall goright on 
arranging for the parade until we receive 
orders from the convention, which 
adjourned last Sunday evening, subjectto the 
call of the Chairman, Father Brady. Of 
course, if the convention should meet again 
and call the parade off I would have no choice 
in the matter, but until then I can do nothing 
but go right along. 
Do you think the Convention will meet 
again for that purpose?’’ 
do not know, but Ido know that it came 
very near adjourning Sunday night without 
waiting to hear from the Germans at all. 
Last night there wus reference made to in- 
sults in — parades to which German Catho- 
lics had been subjected. Do you know what 
they were? 
„do not. This is the first Catholic parade 
Jever murshaled,’’ and from the emphasis on 
the ‘‘first’’ and the weary way he _ talked 
about the dissensions and complications, the 
suspicion that he hoped it would be the 
last overcame an observer. 
‘*Will the decision last night keep all Ger- 
man Catholics out of the parade?’’ 
No. Father Schaefer of St. Nicholas, 
Father Etten of St. Joseph, and Father Inno- 
cent of the Franciscans have indicated a de- 
termination to come in. Possibly others may 
do the same. 
MR. SPAUNHORST 
this morning was willing to give a full and 
clearexplanation of the difficulty. He said: 
The first reason why the Germans objected 
to going in was that they had agreed to build 
an immigrant house in New York City, to be 
called the Leo House. It was to bethe tribute 
of the German Catholics and we need every 
cent we can get to build it. Collections are 
taken up in the German parishes of America 
to that end. 
‘*The second reason was that the date was 
wrong. Iwant that clearly put. The Germans 
objected tothe date. The fifty years of the 
Pope's ordination will not be up till December 
81, but the English-speaking Catholics come 
along and say: We will observe it the first 
Sunday in October,@hree months before the 
proper day. Suppose the Holy Father dies 
before the 3lst of December, what then? 
Wouldn’t the celebration seem very incongru- 
ous? 
The third reason was that they had been in- 
sulted in the past. The Germans are easily 
pricked and they don’t forget an injury. 

PAST INSULTS. 

The actions connected with two parades in 
the past were enough to keep them out. I can 
only speak of one of them from 
personal knowledge. That was the parade 
of two years ago, in the summer of 1835, 
incident to the laying of the cornerstone of 
St. Xavier's on Grand avenue. I was at the 
head of our benevolent society which turned 
out about six hundred men. We were in the 
second division, had been announced so in 
the programme and expected totakeit. We 
were on Twelfth street,and the other divisions 
on Thirteenth, Fourteenth and Fifteenth 


streets from which they were to fall in. 
But when the head of the procession 
left Twelfth street and moved out 


west, they shoved in all the (I hate to use the 
term) Irish divisions and we had to fall in be- 
hind. There was some talk in our division 
abeut our position and I sent for our division 
marshal, Wm. Druhe, tocome back. He did 
so and asked him to go ahead ang explain 


our situation. He said he would 
not, he had been insulted 80 
many times before that he could 


not go up, and he declared he would like to 
take the entire division right out of the 
parade. ButI told him I thought it better to 
go ahead to avoid scandal, and so we pro- 
ceeded the entire route. I remember 
well how the parade was made 
up. In the first division came 
the Knights of Father Mathew and sodalists, 
and then came our division, immediately fol- 
lowed by the colored societies. When they 
forced us out of our place, and the colored 
men were falling in ahead of us, somebody 
spoke of it. I said: §‘Let them go; they have 
souls like the rest of us. We can follow in 
their rear.’ 

NEVER BEHIND THE TRISH. 

But I tell you, I made up my mind then never 
to parade behind the Irish societies again. 
But the Archbishop having expressed a 
wish for all Catholics ta take part, was not the 
poner last night somewhat ofan insult to 

m 
It was not. The position of his Grace has 
been misunderstood. He expressed his views 
to Vicar-General Muehlsiepen, who says they 
were as follows: ‘Ifthe parade is determined 
upon and shall take place, it is necessary for 
ail Catholics totake part; on the contrary it 
would be better for it not to come off.’ The 
Vicar-General in a public card declared that 
‘it would certainly more convenient for the 
Archbishop if the parade diu not occur.’ They 
have decided upon having the parade, but 
can be set aside. It will be seen 
that the Archbishop did not appear to the 
Vicar-Generail as absolutely favoring the pa- 
rade. The English-speaking Catholics went 
ahead with their parade and expected us to go 
with it. They claim they gave us full and 
sufficient notice, but the fact is, they thought 
they would get us against the wall and force us 
into it, but they failed.’’

Fire-Plugs Withdrawn From the Use of Care.

Sewer Commissioner MoMath to-day officially 
asked Mayor Francis to order a sufficient 
number of police officers to Reber place, west 
of and opposite Tower Grove Park, to stop 
Contractor Louis Grund and a large force of 
workmen now engaged in constructing sewers 
in that locality. Sometime ago contracts for 
the construction of sewers in this locality were 
awarded to Grund, who failed to secure a per- 
mit or to give the ordinary security to the 
Commissioner, The Sewer Commissioner re- 
peatedly notified him to report and procure 
the necessary permit, but he has failed to 
comply with these requests and warnings. Mr. 
McMath now asks the Mayor tocallin the po- 
lice department, and if necessary to stop the 
progress of all unlicensed work by force. The 
Mayor has not yet taken action on the Com- 
missioner’s request. 


A Lesson Learned. 


At the request of Water Commissioner Hol- 
man Street Commissioner Turner has with- 
drawn fifteen fire-plugs from the use of the 
street sprinklers in Carondelet. By resolution 


the Board of Public Improvements to-day in- 
structed the Water Commissioner to erect 
fifteen sprinkling plugs and to charge the cost 
against the sprinkling fund. President Flad 


was decidedly opposed to the provision 
in the sprinkling bill allowing the 
contractors to use the fire-plugs for 
the purpose of filling their tanks. 


sincethe inauguration of the plan the other 
Commissioners have come to agree with him. 
Considerable damage is done by the careless 
drives in turning on and off the water. A report 
of the deliberationsjof the Association of Water 
Commissioners of the United States at the last 
convention held in Denver, Colo., has just 
reached the City Hall. This was one of the 
subjects of discussion. The experience of 
the city of Brooklyn was given 
its Commissioner, who said that 
35 per cent of the damage done the fire-plugs 
wus done by the sprinklers. The disastrous 
fires were attributed to broken plugs left in 
bad repairs by the carelessness of the drivers, 
Ten Commissioners, speaking on the subject, 
said that fire-plugs should not be used by any 
person except the trained employes of the Fire 
and Water Departments in large cities.

ant Attorney-General Maurey, when asked his 
ppinion regarding the appeal of the Chicago 
Anarchists’ case to the United States Supreme 
Court, yesterday, said it was no uncommon 
thing for State Gases tobe taken to the Su- 
preme Court on writs of error, the grounds 
for the application being the interpretation of 
a statute Or a question affecting the rights or 
present liberty of the subject as granted to 
him under the Constitution. In fact, 
these are the only grounds on which 
the case can come before the court. 
fection 709, revised statutes, in express 
terms confers this power onthecourt. The 
question then was whether any Federal statute 
needed to be interpreted, or whether the 
rights of the condemned men had been vio- 
lated and not fully protected as granted by the 
Constitution, or if the laws of Illinols under 
which they had been tried were in conflict 
with the Constitution. Concerning these 
points, Mr. Maurey confessed that he could 
offer no positive opinion, because the news- 
paper accounts did notsetforth, with sufficient 
clearness, the issues on which the appeal 
would be based. If the writ of error were 
granted, it would be because it was shown 
that some such point as he had mentioned 
was reviewable. The generzl management or 
conduct of the case could not be considered. 
As an illustration he cited a Virginia appeal, 
avery voluminous chancery case, where the 
only point involved, as far asthe Supreme 
Court was concerned, was the interpretation 
of the word ‘‘fraud’’ in the bankruptcy act. 
Mr. Maurey was asked if an appeal would lie 
because of Spies’ assertion that the State had 
laced his life in jeopardy owing to its hav- 
— ransacked his private drawers and there 
found a copy of the famous ‘‘Revengo’’ cir- 
cular, and which figured so prominently in 
the trial. Mr. Maurey’s answer was that the 
State had a right to use all the evidence it 
could get, and tbat unless that evidence was 
procured by unconstitutional means it 
would not affect the case. Spies might, 
if he liked, brin an action for trespass 
or larceny against the detective who purioined 
the circular,and the Court might decide that 
no trespass or larceny had been committed. 
Ifa Supreme Court Justice „ wes of 
error, the Attorney-General of Lilinois, repre- 
senting the defendantin error, will submita 
rinted brief in support of the judgment of the 
tate court being affirmed. There will probably 
be no argument before the Court. The granting 
ofthe writacts as a stay of execution, and ifthe 
Anarchists succeed in getting the writ and the 
Supreme Court affirms the validity of the sen- 
tence, they will have secured a further lease

“AS IN A LOOKING-GLASS.” 


Nyme Crinkle on Mrs. Langtry’s Perform- 
ance at the Fifth Avenue.

NEW YORK, September 20.—Following the 
present custom, Mra. Langtry last night pre- 
sented astage version at the Fifth Avenue 
Theater, of a popular but not very meritori- 
ous novel known to novel readers and the pa- 
trons of the theater under the title oft As 
in a Looking-giass,’’ a meaningless and in- 
comprehensible title, by the way. 

The return of Mrs. Langtry in itself was 
enough to assemble a brilliant audience, and 
the Fifth Avenue Theater looked more re- 
splendent with toilets and diamonds and 
showed more familiar society people than it 
has since this actress drew her admirers in 


The Lady of Lyons. 

As na Looking-glass,’’ is an amateurish 
piece of stage work, possessing many 
faults and some merits. It tells the 
story of asocial adventuress who enters into 
a compact witha man who, in social slang, 
would be called her friend; who in other slang 
would be called her pal. He is a gambler, 
a raven, a paramour and afelon. But be has 
formed one of those sexual partnerships with 
Lena Despard which vice often affects when 
it’s mercenary and he is known as Capt. Jack 
Fartinbras, and he is played by Mr. Maurice 
Barrymore as Lena is played by Mrs. Langtry. 
Asthe compact is one of social intrigue, by 
which means the woman is to marry money 
and assist her confederate toa union that will 
pay his debts, the role of Lena is one which 
Mrs. Langtry manages with consummate tact, 
but the role of Capt. Jack is one that entirely 
misfits Mr. Barrymore, and is not played by 
him con amore. 

LENA’S PART OF THE SCHEME 

takes her into society under an assumed name 
and having seen her in the first act in Captain 
Jack's quarters as Mrs. Robinson and as free 
and easy as himself, drinking champagne and 
smoking cigarettes, we discover her in the 
second act launched upon her intrigue in the 
parlors of Sir Thomas Gage as Lena Despard. 
The assumption is thatthe woman of the demi- 
monde is familiar with the best society as well 
as with the most unscrupulous gamblers; that 
she is capable of holding her own in the most 
refined circles, and the opportunity is thus 
| afforded Mrs. Langtry of doing that which she 
can probably do as well if not better than any 
of the actresses we have lately received from 
the other side; namely, act the heartless, 
witty, light-headed, relentiess and perfectly 
self-possessed woman of fashionable life. 

In this one particular the play as a comedy 
has a distinctive merit. It presents us witha 
type of character strongly drawn and gives 
her lines which are in most cases fairly clever 
in their subtlety and cold-blooded heartiess- 
ness. In any other sense—and esoecially asa 
melodrama—the play is clumsy, verbose and 
often tedious, lacking both situation and Inci- 
dent, and furnishing climaxes which are the- 
atrical, being strongly dramatic. 

The story itself is a foregone conclusion al- 
most at the start, when we discover the char- 
acter of Captain Jack. He is sure to turn up 
as a traditional tramp and bilackmailer when 
Lena gets into good society, and Lena, in try- 
ing to ruin one man, is sure to fail in love 
with another and take the traditional path out 
of her difficulty, which is to poison herself. 
Mrs. Lantry’s womanly coolness with Capt. 
Jack when he is most rufflanly is very admira- 
ble and her love for another man is very sa- 
gaciousliy and strongly portrayed, but the 
self-contradiction of behaviour and the old 
stage mistake that a true passion will condone 
all faults and retrieve the past confuse the 
character in the minds of the observant. In 
the stately and frozen business of the purely 
comedy scenes Mrs. Langtry was excellent in 
her repose, superb in her demeanor and 
charming in her repartee. In the love scene 
which was forced in her emotion and a trifle 
hard in her intensity, but when in excited ac 
tion she loses the statuesque grace and beauty 
that are her chief charms. 

THE ESSENTIAL FAULT 

of the play with the audience would be the 
disagreeable, or, at least, the equivocal, char- 
acter of the principals. Single-barrelled vil- 
lainy we can stand, but double-barrelled, 
however decorated, is something distressing. 
The charm, if it can be called a charm, which 
to the public made the book, and which may 
make the play popular, is the somewhat mor- 
bid curiosity to see a clever and dashing wo- 
man ot the demi- monde in society.

Barrymore, who is afavorite in almost an 
role, had the honor of being recalled wit 
Mrs. Langtry after every act, and Messrs. 
Robert Hillard (the Lord 5 · and Mr. 
Louis Calvert (the Algernon Balfour) were ac- 
ceptable and commendable throughout. A 
young lady by the name of Nadage Doree 
made a pleasant impression in the trifling part 
of the maid, Felicio.

THE LABOR BUREAU. 


Interesting Statistics Regarding Labor, 
Strikes, Marriages and Divorces, 


By Telegraph to the Post- DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., September 20.—The La- 
bor Bureau has some interesting work now in 
hand and mapped out. In about a month it 
will commence a general inquiry as to the con- 
dition ofrailroad employes. This will embrace 
statistics in regard to their work and sur- 
roundings, their earnings, the number of 
hours they labor, what constitutes the ‘‘run’’ 


of a fireman, engineer, conductor and brake- 
man, the percentage ot casualties to the num- 
ber of men employed, the benefit derived from 
the insurance and relief associations that have 
been started some of the roads, and 
much other information of @ valuable character. 
This fall the Bureau will Investigate the cost 
of production of some of the leading staples, 
cotton, sugar, flour, meal; perhaps coal and 
iron, and the apst of distribution. By a series 
of analytical tables will be shown the cost of 
the raw staple, what must be adged to turn it 
into the manufactured article, Then the ex- 
pense of transportation, the profits and other 
charges incurred by the middle-men, and 
finally the cost of this same article to the con- 
sumer. 


THE HISTORY OF STRIKES. 

In about six weeks the Bureau will have 
ready a history of every strike that has taken 
place in the United States between January, 
1881, and December, 1886. Aboutforty differ- 
ent points are covered in this investigation. 
The leading features are the duration of 
every strike, the number of men affected by 
it, the loss in wages and the Joss to employers. 

MARRIAGES AND DIVORCES. 

Congress, at its last session, made an appro- 
priation for the coliection of divorce and other 
collateral statistics. The Bureau has now 
in the field about thirty agents cullecting these 
data. The inguiry embraces the number of 
divorces granted from 18€7 to 1886, the number 
of marriages each year, the children of each 
union, the cause for which the divorce was 
granted and other items,the length of time the 
couple are married and other facts. It will 
also have a synopsis of the divorce law ofeach 
State and Territory, with possibly some com- 
ment on the same. The figures will be given 
by States and Territories, by counties and dis- 
tricts, and will be the most complete history of 
marital infelicity ever published. It is princi- 
pony owing to the efforts of the New England 

ivorce League, of which Rev. Samuel Dike of 
Boston is President, that Congress was in- 
duced to undertake this work which will be of 
the greatest interest and value tu students of 
social science.

A Little Town That Will Beat All Previous 
Records. 


‘*Thave heard of phenomenal towns, re- 
marked B. H. Wilson of Ash Grove, Mo., this 
morning, but I never saw anything to equal 
Monett. Iwas down there a few days ago, 
and the way the place is building up is simply 
incredible. The place is located in Southwest 
Missouri, where the Texas branch of the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Road connects with the

Itis leaping forward like some phenome- 
nal mining camp. Houses are going = as fast 
as lumber and building material can be pro- 
cured. Ifthe place keeps on at its present 
rate, inside of three years it will be by far the 
biggest town in Southwest Missouri, with the 
exception of Springfield. It is said that 
the ’Frisco also intend to build 
4 branch to Kansas City from 
Monett very shortly and this, together with 
the rich strikesinthe Auroralead and zinc 
mines, which are only afew miles from the 
new town, are apt to keep up the present 
craze for sometimetocome. The people of 
Peirce City do not look with much favor upon 
the new place, however, asthe railroad feat- 
ures which have built up that city are now all 
being removed from it to Monett.’”’

| CHANGED THE ARCH. 


THE BRUSH ELECTRIC ASSOCIATION AS AN 
OBJECTOR TO ILLUMINATION, 


Asks Judge Lubke to Enjoin the Erection 
of the Grant and Lincoln Arches—A 
Compromise Effected by Attorneys—E. T. 
Allen Undertakes to Pay for the Removal 
of the Grant Arch to Locust and Fourth 
Streets, but the Lincoln Arch Will Re- 
main at Broadway and Washington 
Avenue. 


Late yesterday afternoon Secretary W. Le 
B. G. Allen of the Brush Electric Assoclation 


notified Chairman Geo. B. Thomson of 
the Illuminating. Committee that un- 
less the plans for the arches 
to be surmounted with transparencies 


of Lincoln and Grant and to be erected across 
Fourth street at Olive and across Broadway at 
Washington avenue were altered he would 
appeal to the courts to prevent the construc- 
tion of the arches. Mr. Thomson saw D. P. 
Dyer of the law firm of Dyer, Lee & Ellis, and 
Mr. Dyer telephoned the Brush Association 
that if they would change the wires 
so that there would be no, contact with 
the arches the Illuminating Committee would 
bear the expense. Mr. Allen was not disposed 
to accept this proposition, and this morning 
E. T. Allen forthe Brush Electric Association 
filed, shortly before 10 0’clock, the following 
APPLICATION FOR AN INJUNCTION 
against Arthur Boyce, the contractor: 
‘*Plaintiff states that itis a corporati®n or- 
ganized and existing under and by virtue of 
the laws of the State of Missouri and engaged 
in the business of producing and renting out 
for hire electric lights in the city 
of St. Louis. Plaintiff further states that in 
the course and prosecution of its said business 
as a necessity thereofand in conformity with 
ordinance No. 12,723 of said City of St. Louis 
and also in conformity witb certain conditions 
prescribed by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments of said city, it has erected poles and at- 
tached wires thereto along several of the 
streets of said city, to-wit, Fourth street and 
Broadway. Plaintiff further states that the de- 
fendant, Arthur Boyce, now threatens to erect 
at the corners of Olive and Fourth streets and 
the corner of Washington avenus and Fifth 
streets in the public streets of said city, with- 
out right or authority, iron structures of such 
height as to boar against and interfere with 
plaintiff's said wires; that such erections by 
destroying the insulation of plaintiff’s said 
wires will with and prevent 
laintiff from its contracts 
or renting electric lights to all its 
customers whose lights are upon the 
circuit supplied by the wire which may be 
touched by said erections as aforesaid. Plain- 
tiff further states that the injuries which will 
be sustained by it in its said business by said 
erections will be irreparable and impossible to 
be ascertained and compensated for in dam- 
Therefore plaintiff prays the court for

HEARING BEFORE JUDGE LUBKE. 

At 10:30 Judge Lubke admitted Messrs. E. T. 
Allen, W. Le B. G. Allen and B. D. Lee to the 
consultation rooms and heard what they had 
to say for and against the Injunction. Neurly 
an hour they were closeted and when 
they issued announced that the Judge had not 
granted the injunction, but had rested the 
matter until this afternoon, when he would 
hear the gentleman further on the subject. 
The reason he had not taken action was be- 
cause Mr. Lee, who appeared for Boyce, said 
work would be suspended until the Court 
could have time to consider. The lawyers then 
went to the corner of Olive and Fourt streets 
where the work was in progréss. Mr. Boyce 
was there superintending the putting to- 
gether of the secondarch. The structure con- 
sists of two arches, 5 feet apart, supporting 
a box of stained glass on the sides of which 
well be representations of Grant on horse- 
back. The first of these arches is nearly com- 

lete, one section on the west corner being 
acking. It was this shoulder Secretary Allen 
objected to. We don't want to obstruct the 
committee, he said to a reporter, but look, 
see for yourself: Mf hatarch is completed 
the parts will go th Sao that bunch of our 
wires. These poles On this part of Fourth 
street carry wires of all the electric compa- 
nies in St. Louis. Ours are the lowest. If 
the were to touch that mass of iron 
an the insulation was defective a 
current would be carried down the standards 
of the arch on either side ofthe street strong 
enough to killa man. The erection of the 
arches on Broadway has been without regard 
to our rights. The arches touched our wires 
in many places. But I did not want to make 
trouble and went to some trouble to show the 
contractor how to insulate the wires, by 
putting on glass insulators and tying 
the wires to them. People seem to think our 
wires have norightin the streets. We have 
every fallaterrible time. Our wires are in- 
terfered with by persons putting up private 
illumination apparatus, and the 

WIRES ARE CUT 
on the nights of the processions. People told 
us last year: We don't want your light at all 


if we cannot have it ou Veiled 
Prophets and Trades Parade nights,’ 
and then in addition to contracts we 


lost, our actual money loss was not less than 
$300. We have some rights and must protect 
them. This arch at Olwe and Fourth streets 
would interfere with us seriously; the one at 
Broadway and Washington avenue would not 
be so bad. We have not so many wires 
there. 

Mr. Boyce explained to the lawyers and 


others interested how he proposed to 
take every wire that came within 
ten inches of ‘the arch and attach 


it to an insulator so it could not strike against 
the arch. He claimed there could be no dan- 
ger at all. There was much talk, but no con- 
clusion was arrived at until Mr. Lee went after 
Geo. B. Thomson and brought him into the 
conference. Tohim E. T. Allen suggested a 
proposition: What if the Brush Association 
agrees to pay for the removal of this arch to 
Locust street, where the poles are higher and 
there would be no danger of contact with the 
wires, would you agree to the removal? Mr. 
Thomson did not know, and the party moved 
up to Locust street to look at the proposed 
site. There it was seen the arch could be built 
on the south side of Locust in such a position 
that a person standing on Locust could see it, 
whereas atthe original position it was invisi- 
ble from Olive street except at the intersection 
of Fourth. Mr. Allen then changed his prop- 
osition. ‘‘I will agree forthe Brush Associa- 
tlon, he said, to pay the cost of remov- 
Ing the arch. If the company will not agree 
to pay, I'll do it myself. 

That's a fair proposition, put in Mr. Lee. 
We'll accept that. 

Mr. Boyce was instructed to make the change 
and to keep an accurate account of the cost, 
which was to be submitted to Mr. Allen. The

street trading. The banks are unable,

street, seeking a — for dividend- paying 


stocks and gilt-edged bonds that have been 


| laid aside as sure income providers these many 


years. But in some boxes there are other 
things than the old gilt-edged parchments, 
and visits to Wall street are quite often to try 
to sell the stock or bonds of some company 
hardly et pushed forward to safe 
and solid footing among investments. 
The effect astonishes them. Things for 
which they have paid good money, and in 
whose value they have an absolute confidence, 
are discredited, unmarketable almost at any 
price. ‘Tight money’ is the only explanation 
they are accorded, With all this tight money 
talk, however, there isa good deal more ofa 
scare than reality. More people are nervous 
than are hurt. he world is not going to end 
rightaway. Cool-headed owners of securi- 
ties, having seen quotations drop so far, are 
hardly likely to rush at a gallop now to unload 
at the bottom.“ 


A BIG RUSH. 


Travel Exceptionally Heavy at the Union 
Depot—To-Day’s Crowds. 


The heavy fall travel which opened up at 
Union Depot a fortnight age is stillon the 
increase, and to-day was the largest day yet. 
Every eastern and every western train came 
in crowded with people, and they all de- 
parted in the same condition. Such a rush as 
there was at the ticket office has not been ex- 
perienced in many aday. For hours people 
were standing there several rows deep, wait- 
ing their turn to purchase tickets. he plat- 
forms were crowded and the waiting-rooms 
jammed.

GEN. BUTLER

crowd collected and watched him with open- 


mouthed curiosity as he entered the cab. He 
excited more curiosity than any visitor who 
has been to St. Louis in a long time. 

The General ty very fleshy and the downward 
lines, which give his face its distinguishing 
marks, are deep and pronounced, while his 
fleshy eyelids almost completely cover his 
eyes, which can scarcely be distinguished 
between them. His color is ruddy and he 
seemed in as excellent health as could be 
expected. 

o arrived at 10 o’clock, and within the 
three-quarters of an hour which elapsed be- 
fore he appeared in the rotunda he had taken 
his bath and eaten his breakfast. His first ap- 

earance in the hotel was the signal for 
he exhibition of powerful curiosity, 
which followed him during the entire day. 

The cab which he entered at the hotel was 
driven direct to the United States Custom- 
house, where the General alighted and, pass- 
ing up the steps to the Eighth street entrance, 
entered the elevator and was taken to the 
third floor, where the United States Circuit 
Court chambers are situated. 

Gen. Butler’s arrival at the Custom-house 
created an even greater sensation than at the 
hotel. He was expected there and all who 
were in the building were on the qui vive for 
him. The elevator boy grew six inches taller. 
After the General was in the elevator and 
every passenger was notified of the fact thata 
famous man had just gone tothe third floor, 
most of them got off thereto take a look at 
him. The General was escorted to the court 
chambers by his valet, whom he always takes 
with him, and enterea the apartment. 

THE CHAMBERS 

thereupon assumed the character of a curio 
hall and every one in the building entered 
the room atone time oranother. Men would 
come in and taking a seat where a full view of 
the celebrated lawyer, soldier and politician 
could be obtained, would ievel their eyes at 
him until they had him fixed indelibly in their 
memories. Ladies accompanied by gentlemen 
friends came in and turned a battery of bright 
eyes on him which would have given the head 
ofa younger and handsomer man a whirl. 

Gen. Butler, however, bore the scrutiny to 
which he was subjected with complacency. He 
sat quietly in his chair chewing theendofa 
tooth pick, and looking carelessly around the 
room. He had on his regulation black suit 
with open vest and black silk tie, heavy gold 
wateh chain, and enormous ebony whistle 
trimmed with gold, for a charm. For the 
most part he seemed to take little interest in 
the proceedings in court, except at times 
when he wouid pick up a brief and hold 
it against his nose to read, or 
would whirl partly around in his 
chair whena statement would be made by 
an attorney which interested him and then 
he would throw his head back to get his eyes 
inline with the speaker. The caricatures of 
the General flatter him some, but there was 
not a person who entered the room who did 
not recognize him at once. 

THE CASE 
with which the General is connected and 
which brought him to the city is that of 
the United States Government against the 
Cleveland and Colorado Cattle Company.

The grant was 
made in 1843 by the Mexican Governor of New 
Mexico. 
The case was instituted by the Government 
to restrain the defendants from fencing a 
portion of the land claimed.

Brewer in chambers was on a motion by the 
aefendants to dissolve that injunction, 
It is claimed by the government that under 
the Mexican law the limitations imposed on 
such grants confined the grant to eleven 
square leagues to each grantee and therefore 
deny the right of ownership to the defendant 
company to the land over this amount. 

On the other hand itis claimed by the de- 

fendants that under the treaty of 1848, entered 

into between the United States and Mexico by 
which Mexico transferred a large region of 
country tothe United States, in which the 
land in dispute is situated, confirmed the title 
of the original grantees to the land; that the 
grant is what is technically known as an 
empresario grant as distinguished from a 


grant to asingle individual or a family, and 
that no limitation was imposed on 
law as to the extent 


b the Mexican 
of land which a Governor of a Territory 
could convey toanempresario. The defend- 
ants also claim the continuous possession of 
the land under the original grant from date 
on which it was given until the present time. 
United States District Attorney Hobson of 
Colorado, represents the Government, and 
the defense is represented by Judge L. S. Dixon 
and J. W. Vroom of Denver, and John Coon 
of Cleveland. 

Gen. Butler appears in the case by consent 
of the parties on his own behalf as represent- 
ing large interests in the grant which he claims 
is affected by the litigation. 

AFTER A STATEMENT 

of the motion Mr. J. W. Vroom took up the 
argument for the defense and consumed the 
entire morning session. He developed nearly 
all of the points already mentioned and elabo- 
rated them extensively. The only point he 
did not touch was the treaty question, which 
he left to Judge Dixon.

When the Government rested jy 
case the defendant himself was placed on thy 
stand and he was asked whether he wrote 
those names. He replied that he did no. 
Upon his cross-examination the Government 
asked him to take 2 and write in order 
that the writing might be compared.

mony, and it was admitted in evidence aud 
compared with the other writing. 

THE ERROR COMPLAINED OF 

was that the defendant was compelled to fur. 
nish testimony against himself by 
writing in the presence of the jury and 
the jurors compared the writing. There 
are two aspects to the complaint, the one that 
it was not legitimate in cross-examination as 
the witness had said that he did not write the 
names when questioned direct, and the other 
that it was — him to furnish testi.

mony against mself in Violation 
of the Constitution. But one feat- 
ure may be considered, viz: Was it 


legitimate process in cross-examination to 
compel the witness to write, bearing in mind 
that he cannot be compelled to testify against 
himself? If he availed himself of tlie privi- 
lege of going upon the stand at all he subjected 
himself to the rules of legitimate cross exam. 
ination. It was a purely voluntary act 
in the first place. Cross-exainination in the 
Federal Courts is limited to matter brought 
out in the direct examination, and the ques: 
tion resolves itself into two phases: Is the 
writing of the same name on an independent 
piece of paper a matter directly connected 
with the subject of the direct testimony? 
There is but little doubt that it was 

COMPETENT TO SHOW 
whether he could or could not write. It mat- 
ters not whetherthe testimony sought to show 
whether he did or did not write those names. 
Another phase was whether it was germain 
to show that he could or could not write at 
all. Surely two things are close- 
ty connected and conclusive against 
the testimony of the witness if he showed that 
he could not write at all. . Again, can a 
witness be compelled to answer questions as 
to physical acts? Witnesses have often been

called upon to contradict matters brought out 
in direct evidence. Persons have 
been called upon to give evidence 
concerning physical condition and 


chemists’ tests are not foreign to testimony of 
that character. Courts have required wit 
nesses to subject themselves to physical tests 
in testimony, so that if the witness ifn this 
case was called upon to do a physical act, 
write names, there can be no objection to its 
validity. Wereach the conclusion that there 
Was no error in the admission of this test 
mony and that it was legitimate in crosé- 
examination. The writof error will be dis-

missed.

“GO” WITH JEM YOUNG. 


British Admiration for the Coming ‘‘Con- 
queror”’ of Jake Kilrain—St. Louis and 
the New Base Ball League—President 
Stearns on the World's Series—The Big 
Yacht Race—Base Ball News and Gossip 
—Sporting Notes.

LONDON, September 20.—The announcement 


that Jem Smith would do some pugilistic pile- 
driving was the bait which enticed many queer 
fish into the unfrequented waters of the Royal 
Aquarium, Westminster, last evening. The 
great hall was filled with friends of the hardest 
hitter in England by 8 o’clock, though the 
prince of English pugilism had only promised 
to appear at 10. The usual performance went

applause ofthe spectators impatient for the 
greatjoy. The shadow of 
THE NEW GOD 

which had risen in the city of London fell over 
all the idols with crushing weight. Little 
wonder that the educated pig shut up shuffling 
cards and complained that it was equal to a 
deal. The poor tattooed lady, on realizing 
that she was telling the sad story of her life 
with the savages on a lonely Australian isle to 
a select audience of two small boys who were 
trying to pinch her feet to see if they were 
real, after gazing about her with deep and 
bitter meaning, withdrew into the innérmost 
recesses of her tent, murmuring, ‘‘For sadly 
know, when half gods go, the gods arrive.’’ 

I hope I betray no personal confidence when 
I state that she knows all about Emerson, and, 
as schoolmarm, birched the boys of Concord, 
Mass., before allured away to brighter 
worlds. Even the elephants only got about 
a peck of peanuts apiece, and the 80,000 lamps 
that illumined the scene flickered and flared 
as though conscious of the coming eclipse.

THE “BLACK DIAMOND” LAID OUT. 


A Chicago Pugilist Murdered by a Jealous 
Colored Man. 


CHICAGO, III., September 20.—Thomas J. 
White, a colored porter on the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral Rafiroad, shot and killed Henry Woodson, 
alias the Black Diamond,’’ early this morn- 
ing. White bad been living witha white wo- 
man named Irma Hayes. Shortly after mid- 
night he found Woodson in company with the

Woodson, the victim, was a pugiiist 
who has fought several mills in different parts 
of the country. The woman in the case is 20 
rears old and claims to be the daughter of a 
fate Judge of the Criminal Court in Louisville,
